Modesty-plus  worthiness  ap- 
praises Craig  Carpenter,  vice 
president  of  Finance  of  Brigham 
Young  University  studentbody. 
Use  of  extreme  reticence  regard- 
ing his  accomplishments  is  an 
indication  of  his  sincere  attitude. 

Craig  was  born  in  Washington, 
D.  C.,  and  was  graduated  from 
Woodrow  Wilson  High  School. 
He  was  given  the  Rotary  Award 
for  being  an  outstanding  student 
and  received  the  coveted  Har- 
vard Prize  Book  Award.  His 
classmates  chose  him  as  “The 
Most  Likely  to  Succeed.’’ 

During  his  sophomore  year  at 
BYU,  he  was  vice  president  of 
his  class  and  a member  of  the 
Honor  Council  and  Intercolle- 
giate Knights  service  organiza- 
tion. 

His  education,  which  is  cen- 
tered on  a major  in  accounting, 
was  interrupted  in  the  spring  of 
1954,  when  he  was  called  on  a 
mission  to  Argentina. 

Upon  returning  to  BYU  in  the 
fall  of  1957,  Craig  again  became 
active  in  student  affairs.  He  acted 
as  Vice  President  of  Inter-Or- 
ganizational Council  last  year 
and  is  currently  a member  of 
Blue  Key,  national  men’s  honor 
fraternity.

Horror  Movies  Termed  "Horrrible";  Star  Collects  Dialects

What  will  happen  when  the 
“Terror  from  the  Year  5,000” 
meets  “The  Thing  That  Couldn’t 
Die?” 

Probably  not  much. 

For  these  are  the  titles  of  just 
two  of  the  thirty-plus  “Horror” 
movies  Hollywood  has  hacked 
out  this  year.  A "Horror”  movie, 
for  the  unterrorized,  is  an  hour 
to  an  hour-and-a-half  df  cellu- 
loid that  would  scare  only  the 
most  cowardly  of  two-year-olds. 

The  most  important  aspect  of 
this  type  of  film  is  the  title.  One 
studio,  American  International, 
thinks  it  so  important  that  it 
chooses  a horrific  title,  and  then 
writes  a screenplay  and  makes  a 
film  that  suits  it. 

“Attack  of  the  Puppet  People” 
and  “How  to  Make  a Monster” 
are  two  classics  of  titling.  The 
puppet  people  attack  no  one,  just 
try  to  get  back  to  normal  size. 
However,  they  at  least  show  up. 

How  to  Make  a Monster”  is  a 
mystery  located  in  the  make-up 
department  of  a film  studio. 

The  failure  to  terrify  isn’t  all 


the  writer’s  fault.  The  actors,  us- 
ually complete  unknowns  des- 
tined to  stay  that  way,  perform 
like  they’re  in  a hurry  to  get  it 
over  with  and  collect  their  pay- 
checks. 

Of  course,  the  success  or  fail- 
ure of  a horror  movie  depends 
on  the  make-up  and  special  ef- 
fects departments. 

No  one  will  convince  me  that 
a six-foot-six  character  in  a hal- 
jloween  mask  and  black  “long- 
I johns”  is  Saturn’s  most  fearsome 
I beast.  (Allied  Artists  used  this 
jone.)  I’m  also  unconvinced  when 
i an  airborne  monster’s  guide 
wires  reflect  brightly. 

“Horror”  movies  aren’t  enter- 
taining, unless  you  go  to  laugh  at 
jthe  errors. 

j If  you  like  this  kind  of  picture, 
try  watching  television’s  “Shock” 
(program.  It’s  cheaper  and  Rode- 
rick is  better  entertainment  any 
day. 

CONCLUSION:  They’re  hor-

LOS  ANGELES  (UPI)  — Not 
a single"  member  of  the  1958 
Dodger  baseball  team  that  fin- 
ished seventh  in  the  National 
League  has  yet  been  signed  to  a 
contract  for  the  coming  season, 
according  to  General  Manager 
Buzzie  Bavasi. 

Bavasi,  also  Dodger  Vice  Pres- 
ident, said  in  the  past  by  Jhis 
time,  I’ve  generally  had  at  least 
15  players  signed  for  the  follow- 
ing  season. 

But  the  Los  Angeles  executive 
was  quite  clear  at  the  end  of  the 
last  season  that  he  was  unhappy 
with  the  seventh  place  finish  and 
some  performances.
